WILL IT REORGANIZt 


Question As to Status of Lower 


House of Legislature. 


EAGLESON AND THE SPEAKERSHIP 


Election of New Speaker and Reorgan- 


ization of Committees Would Cause 
Endles* Confusion—Some Measures 
Already 
Being 
Discussed — Taft's 


Trip to Ohio—State Affairs. 


Columbus, O., Aug. 10.—Since the 


legislative reunion at Cedar Point an 
interesting question has arisen con- 
cerning the organization of the house 
for the session beginning next Janu- 
ary. Because of the shifting around 
occasioned by the new election laws, 
after spring elections were abolished, 
so as to have municipal and general 
elections alternate under a system of 
biennial elections, the present legisla- 
ture will have two sessions under the 
law 
requiring that sessions of the 


legislature be held 
biennially. This 


will be the first time since annual ses- 
sions were abolished for a general as- 
sembly to hold two regular or ad- 
journed sessions, special sessions being 
no exception in the matter of prece- 
dent. In deciding the question of or- 
ganization for next session the house 
must look to the procedure when there

•were annual sessions to find a prece- 
dent. That doubt exists on this point 
was indicated in the remarks address 
ed to the members at the Cedar Point 
reunion when the governor offered his 
suggestions 
with 
the 
reservation, 


"whether you are reorganized or not."

So far as the house is concerned, 


the question, of organization arises 
chiefly over the speakership, because 
of the election of Carmi A. Thompson, 
speaker in 1906, to the office of secre- 
tary of state, tinder the usual proced- 
ure the speaker pro tempore becomes 
acting speaker ID the absence of the 
speaker. 
In case of vacancy occur- 


ring in the speakership during a ses- 
sion It is well understood that the 
organization of the house would con- 
.tinue without change, the speaker pro 
tempore assuming the routine duties 
of the speaker. Will this rule hold in 
case of vacancy occurring between seg 
sions? If BO, the present organization 
of the house will continue, minus the 
speaker, whose routine duties will be 
assumed by the speaker pro ttmpore, 
Representative Freeman T. Eagleson 
of Guernsey county. This would leave 
all the committees intact as appoint- 
ed by Speaker Thompson for the ses- 
sion last year, except for the filling of 
vacancies. 
If the house reorganizes, 


Mr. Eagleson may be elected speaker, 
or the house might elect somebody 
else; and whether Mr. Eagleson or 
some other member should be elected 
to suceed Mr. Thompson as speaker de 
facto, the question would instantly 
arise as to the status of the commit- 
tees, for it is one of the prerogatives 
of the speaker to appoint the standing 
committees of the house. 


* * * 


To appoint new committees wosld 


mean to annul all committee actions 
on bills pending and restore all such 
measures as unfinished business be- 
fore the new committees to which the 
same 
would be 
transferred, which 


would 
mean an endless amount of 


confusion and rob the house of all 
advantage gained on previous consid- 
eration of such measures by commit- 
tees. 
It might even restore to life 


some of the bills killed by the pres- 
ent committees by indefinite postpone- 
ment or by being laid on the table. 


When the legislature met annually 


the second session resum'ed business 
where the first session left it at ad- 
journment. 
If this precedent is fol- 


lowed, wh'ch seems most probable, the 
house will not elect a speaker to fill 
the vacancy 
and Mr. Eagleson as 


speaker pro tempore will become the 
actual head of the house as acting 
speaker, and the present committees 
will continue as now organized. Tbe 
most important change in any commit- 
tee would be the chairmanship of the 
finance 
committee, because of 
the 


vacancy caused by the appointment of 
Representative B. W. Baldwin of Ash- 
tabula county, who was chairman of 
this imcortant committee last year as 
t member of the state board of public 
works.

There is not so much uncertainty 


as to the status of the senate organiza- 
tion 
The presiding officer of the sen- 


ate is the lieutenant governor, elected 
by the people. The senate cannot elect 
a lieutenant governor to succeed Gen- 
era! Harris, who became acting gover- 
nor after rae death of Governor Fat- 
tison. The senate elects a president 
pro tompore, !n which capacity Sena- 
tor \VHUaui3 will be the actual presid 


Ing officer of the senate next session. 
Even if the senate were to reorganize 
;t is not probable that any change 
would be made in its present organiza- 
tion. The senate as a committee of 
the whole selects its own standing 
••oinmittees, so that it is not likely 
that any changes would be made if 
the senate were 
to go to all 
the 


trouble of selecting new committees. 


Although the senate is no criterion 


to the house in the matter of organiza- 
tion, if the senate does not reorganize 
for next session there will be appar- 
ently no reason why the house should 
reorganize.

The proposed primary election bill 


as drafted by a committee of the Pri- 
morv Ploi-'fir-m T?ofr»t-tvi lop«rnt* *c rnrt^t- 
ing with opposition from all directions. 
Members of the legislature's commit- 
tees on elections do not feel inclined 
to meet with the league's committee 
for the purpose of redrafting such a 
measure. They put on the full dignity 
of statesmanship and let it be known 
that they expect the proponents of 
such measures to come before the 
committees when the legislature is in 
session. 
The chief objection to the 


primary election bill, though many are 
urged against it, is the feature pro- 
viding for the nomination of candi- 
dates for state offices at a popular 
primary. .This would do away with 
the convention plan and leave the 
parties no way of promulgating party 
platforms. There will be no state pri- 
mary law, but a county primary law 
based upon the Bronson bill is cer- 
tain to be evaded. 


* * * 


Opposition to the county local option 


bill is formulating on the assumption 
that by enacting the Aikin law increas- 
ing the saloon tax, the Jones residen- 
tial district law and the search and 
seizure law, the present legislature has 
done enough in the way of sumptuary 
legislation. State option as a proposi- 
tion is a step the present legislature 
will not and probably no future legisla- 
ture will care to tackle. 
Officials of 


the Anti-Saloon league are being some- 
what criticised for consenting to a 
proposition to 
exempt "the large 


cities'" from the county option bill. 
The question of how big a city must 
be to be considered "a large c'ty" is 
very much a matter of local pride. 
Besides, it is difficult to understand 
how any city can be omitted without 
raising the old bugaboo of "special leg- 
islation" except by that old pretext for 
all such exceptional legislation, the po- 
lice power.

Confederate soldiers home where the 
old veterans did everything possible 
to make things pleasant. The horse 
ridden by General Jackson when he 
was wounded, has been stuffed and 
was seen here. Old "SorreL" occupies 
a prominent place in the Home and 
the veterans are always ready to tel 
of the achievements of both the horse 
and rider.

Statement Given Out In Response to 


Boastful Claims of the Men of For- 
eign Navies — The Good Records 
Made by Some of the American 
Sailors, 
1 


Washington, Aug. 10. — Heretofore 


the navy department has not been in 
the habit of giving out news regarding 
the gunnery of the men of the United 
States nayy for "fear -of giving for- 
eign nations too much information. 
It 
-was felt that the 
publication 


of a good record made Tjy our men 
would only serve to stimulate the gun- 
ners of other nations to better their 
bwn performances, 
which in turn 


•would require additional effort on the 
part of the American gunners to main- 
tainu their superiority. But the publi- 
cation recently of the fact that during 
target practice of the British channel 
fleet in the presence of King Edward 
one gun made 19 hits in 21 shots, 
thereby earning a decoration from the 
king, has naturally touched the pride 
of some of the American naval officers. 
They have looked into the records of 
the American gun pointers during the 
annual target practice just closed and 
have found no reason to fear a com- 
parison with the gunners of any other 
navy. Of course the fact of the im- 
portant elements of speed and calibre 
of the gun are lacking in the report of 
the British performance, making it dif- 
ficult to arrive at an exact comparison, 
but from the number of shots fired it 
is'assumed that the British gun was 
not more than six inches in caliber 
and probably less. 


Taking some of the six-inch guns in 


the Atlantic fleet, one gunner on the 
armored cruiser Maryland made 11 
shots and 11 hits in one minute. A 
gun on the battleship Ohio was fired 
with a perfect score a the rate of 10.81 
per minute. 
A six-inch gun on the 


battleship Maine has a record of per- 
fect score at the rate of 10.41 per min- 
ute, and the battleship Missouri's best 
record was 10.30 shots perminute, each 
lodged in a target. But in the way of 
small guns these six-inch records be 
come insignificant. A three-pounder 
on the battleship Virginia made 20 
shots and hits in seven seconds, ant 
another gun made 10 shots and 1( 
hits in 22.12 seconds, a remarkable 
average of 26.67 shots and hits per 
minute.

are few to raise their voices in favor 
of those who make government pos- 
sible by providing the money for Ita 
maintenance. 


"Taxation without 
representation" 


was one of the evils and oppressions 
that led to the American revolution 
and the freedom of the American 
colonies from the rule of the mother 
country. 
Taxation imposed by 
the 


overwhelming vote- of the untaxed 
would be an evil just as great.—Wil- 
mington (Del.) Every Evening. 


TAXING CREDITS. 


In his remarks at the state tax"com- 


mission meeting, Mr. Derthick, (Mas- 
ter of the Ohio State Grange,) alluded 
to the fact, that at Mt. Vernon and 
Bellefontaine the savings 
bank de- 


posits earned 3 per cent and,the tax 
rate was 4. A tax system that" re- 
quires such a payment is grievously 
unjust. A great deal of this business 
is not so bad, but it is bad enough to 
turn the state into a community of 
law violators and false swearers. 


It is a calamity that this abuse 


should remain another year. The harm 
done in one year will outweigh all the 
benefit of the taxation for a century. 
Laws that do not conduce to honor 
and justice are uncivilized and un- 
christian. 


Mr. Chamberlain, of The Ohio Far- 


mer, spoke to some effect on the tax 
proposition. He made a number of 
excellent suggestions, and upon, the 
matter flow referred 
to, he said: 


"Amend the constitution 
to permit 


levying a tax of one-quarter or one- 
half of 1 per cent on the value of all 
evidences of indebtedness 
and 
re- 


quire all such evidences to be listed 
to be legal/' There is a sensible sug- 
gestion, and it has been tried in oth- 
er states with success. 


One thing is sure, it will 
collect 


more money than the present system 
does, and it will save the state from 
disgracing itself. The people are not 
aware of the enormity of the offense 
against the true principles of taxation 
and legislation now being perpetrated 
under the present system. Of all de- 
vices planned against the prosperity 
of a people, that which aims at their 
integrity is the most fatal.—Ohio State 
Journal. 


PLAN TO GUARD PUBLIC CASH. 
C. B. Kegley, master of the Wash- 


ington State Grange, is calling espe- 
cial attention to a movement started 
at the last session of the grange to 
secure a uniform and accurate ac- 
counting of the collection and expend- 
iture of all public money. 


The campaign is designed to be 


general, and it is expected that the 
question will become a leading issue 
all over the United States in the next 
two years. Its object is to reduce 
public business to the same basis of 
careful conduct as private enterprise. 
An amendment to the state constitu- 
tion will be necessary. 
The resolu- 


tion follows: 


"Whereas, All money collected from 


the people bt the local, state and na- 
tional governments by taxation and 
other means should, be expended and 
accounted for with as much care and 
thrift as all good citizens expend and 
account for their private incomes: 


"Be it resolved, That the following 


provision on the subject of uniform 
public accounting be made a part of 
the constitution of the state of Wash- 
ington, and that the members of all 
local granges and all good citizens 
generally throughout the state be and 
are hereby requested and urged to in- 
terest themselves in securing this re- 
sult: 


"The legislature shall require all 


money collected by taxation or by fees, 
fines and public charges of every kind 
to be accounted for by a system of 
accounting that shall be uniform for 
ach class of accounts, state or local, 
which shaii be prescribed and audited 
by authority of the state.—Spokane 
(Washington) Press, June 12, 1907. 


INEQUALITY UNDER A UNIFORM 


TAX RULE. 


Mon"y, bonds, mortgages and other 


securities, if assessed at all, must be 
assessed at their full value. Real es- 
tate is assessed at not more than 60 
per cent of full valuo. When the rate 
is 2% per cent this means that every 
$1,000 in money, etc., must pay a tax 
of $22.50, and every $1,000 in real es- 
tate will pay a tax of only $15, thus 
making the burden on money, etc., 
50 per cent more than on real estate. 
This is why tax laws are evaded.

PRIVATEJJUILT BOAT 


Makes a Better Speed Record Than 


Government One. 


Washington, Aug. 10.—After a year 


of speculation and conflicting claims, 
the relative speed of tlie big battle- 
ships Connecticut and Louisiana has 
been finally and formally established, 
and on the face of the returns the pri- 
vate-built boat Louisiana appears to 
have slightly the better record. Her 
speed record, established a year ago, 
is given by the bureau of steam engi- 
neering as 18 823 knots, made on a 
four-hours' continuous test, with her 
propellers making 127.68 revolutions 
per minute. The Connecticut's trial 
was made during the night and com- 
pleted at day on the run from Rock- 
Jand, Me , to Provincetown, Mass , and 
the result is disclosed in the following 
telegram received at the navy depart- 
ment from Captain Clover, the presi- 
dent of the tnal board: "The Connect- 
icut finished very successful' four- 
hours' trial at 4:30 a. m ; average 
speed, 18.78 knots." 


The Connecticut and Louisiana are 


sister ships, the former built at the 
New York navy yard and the latter by 
the Newport News Shipbuilding com- 
pany 
At the navy yard it is pointed 


out that the Connecticut on this ma! 
was earning 350 tons more weight 
than was the Louisiana on her trial, 
which caused her to draw five inches 
more water. Therefore it is asserted 
that, if allowances are made for these 
conditions, the Connecticut's perform- 
ance is really superior 
On the other 


hand, the private shipbuilders assert 
that the fact that the Louisiana had 
her trial when the ship was brand new, 
while the Connecticut had a year's 
shaking down, confirms the superiority 
In speed of the former boat.

O one suffers 
more 
keenly 
in 


•warm weather than the girl af- 


flicted by an oily, shiny skin. 
Gener- 


ally this condition is accompanied by 
a few pimples at least and often by 
blackheads. 
In winter the ailment is 


less conspicuous because of the cold, 
dry atmosphere, but summer, with its 
dog-days and perspiration, greatly in- 
creases her discomfort. 
The girl with 


the dry, clean-looking skin can have 
no conception of the physical u»scom- 
fort as •well as embarrassment of the 
girl who must struggle against the 
double annoyance of an oily skin. 


The first mistake made by the girl 


with the oily skin lies in using power- 
ful alkali soaps to dry up the oil cr, 
going to the other extreme, using a 
cream with whose ingredients she is 
not familiar. 
I am outlining here a 


safe treatment for oily skin, whether or 
not accompanied by blackheads and 
pimples, and in addition I would say 
that the, patient should be most carefu' 
about her diet, avoiding rich madi 
dishes, much butter and sweetmeats. 


Use warm water in washing the face 


and add each time time a few drops of 
tincture of benzoin. 
This turns the 


water a cloudy or milky hue, but it is 
the best substitute for soap for the oily 
complexion. 
In the morning give the 


face a genuine bath, using hot and cold 
waters alternately, say about six wa- 
t$rs altogether, and in the last cold 
or rinsing water drop the benzoin. A 
soft flesh brush will help to keep the 
pores open, but a rough wash rag thor- 
oughly manipulated will secure the same 
results. Two or three times a day ap- 
ply the1"following lotion: 


Pulverized borax, 1 ounce; pure glyc- 


erine, 2 ounces; camphor water (not 
spirits of camphor), 2 quarts. 


In case glycerine does not agree with 


your skin, substitute this lotion: Bor- 
acic acid, 1 dram; alcohol, 1 ounce; 
rosewater, 2 ounces. 


Apply either of these lotions with a 


soft bit of table linen or an old hand- 
kerchief, and keep the latter washed 
clean. Do not use a sponge, which is 


apt to become rancid and uncleanly. 


If in audition to the oily skin, there 


is a muddy look, clear the skin through 
the digestive organs, using a gentle 
laxayve, and a diet of fruit, vegetables 
and salad in whose dressing a little 
olive oil is always mixed. 


If there are blackheads and pimples 


(and these generally 
accompany 
the 


large pores common to the oily skin), 
use this treatment: 


Cleanse the face with the cleansing 


cream, remove at once with a soft 
towel, bathe in hot water, and apply 
the blackhead 
lotion. 
If there are 


pimples and no blackheads, apply the 
pimple lotion. 


Once a week steam the face over a 


basin of boiling water, covering the 
head with a towel. Partly dry the face 
and with an instrument that comes for 
the purpose press out the blackhead's, 
and it the pimples have formed a yel- 
low head, contents of these may also 
be expelled with the instrument. 
Mas- 


sage for ten minutes with the massage 
cream for pimples. 
Remove all the 


cream from the face, and bathe with 
toilet water. 


Blackhead Lotion: 
Boracic -cid, 1 


dram; alcohol, 1 ounce, • osewater, 2 
ounces. 


.Jassage Cream: Express oil of sweet 


almonds, SO minims; fresh cucumber 
juice, 1 ounce; lanoline, 4 drams; oil of 
rose, 4 drops.- Melt the oil and lanoline 
in a double boiler. 
Remove from the 


fire, stir in the cucumber juice. Before 
the mixture cools add the perfume. 
Beat until cool.

Etiquette in Bereavement 


Use of Oxalic Acid 


This is good for spots and stains 


rather than general bleaching, 'it will, 
however, whiten time-yellowed linens 
with less wear than any other thing. 
Put a gill of the solution in two gal- 
lons of freshly" boiled water, ami wet 
the „ linens 
thoroughly In 
it 
before 


washing. 
Take care not to scratch or 


cut the hands, as the oxalic ami is a 
virulent poison. Hence, never venture 
to keep It without a staring poison 
label. Put four ounces of acid cr\stals 
and half a pint of cold water ir.to a 
bottle they will a little more than half 
fill. Shake until the water is a satur- 
ated solution ;"that is, until it has taken 
up all the acid it can dissolve. A few 
ragged crystals will remain. 
Afte 


using part of the urst solution, add a 
gill more water. 


To Kill Roaches 


Mix dry powdered borax with its 


own bulk of white sugar, and set it 
in shallow vessels all about where the 
crawling pests disport themselves. Re- 
new the mixture every few days, tak- 
ing care to sweep up and burn all the 
dead insects. Paint visible pipes, and 
the spaces where they enter the wall, 
periodically with turpentine. 
j_,et the 


turpentine run down and around t» 
pipes, especially hot-water pipes, but 
be careful to do it when the water is 
cool. Now and again pour a spoonful 
of pure turpentine down sinks and 
traps. 
Cut Irish potatoes in half, dip 


the cut sides in the borax and sugar, 
and lay them about under sinks, tubs, 
and closets; indeed, in any place that 
offers safe harborage. Do this toward 
evening. 
In the morning gather the 


potatoes, which should lie- cut-side 
down, very quickly, and drop them into 
a bucket of boiling water. 
If insects 


are plenty, there will likely be fiom 
one to a dozen clinging to each piece. 


For Mosquitoes 


The mosquito is commonly a local 


issue, seldom prevalent more than a 
mile from his breeding spot. Hence the 
usefulness of prevention. 
Mosquitoes 


invariably breed in stagnant water. 
Seek out all such spots as soon as Ice 
melts, and cover their surface with thin 
layers of crude kerosene. One ounce 
will spread over fifteen square feet of 
surface. Two weeks later make a sec- 
ond application, and, after a month, a 
third. 
By concerted action almost any 


suburban place or country neighbor- 
hood may be rid of these pests. 


Where 
prevention 
is 
impossible, 


close sleeping rooms tight in the morn- 
ing and burn in each of them a tea- 
spoonful 
of Persian 
insect powder. 


Leave closed for three hours, then air 
well while the, sun is' hottest, and put 
back screens. 
"Where a room must be 


occupied at once, and is found infested 
with mosquitoes, put a pinch of gun- 
powder upon a plate, sft it in the mid- 
dle of the room, and tmicli it off by 
means of a greased thread, lighted and 
allowed to act as a fu.se. 
The concus- 


sion of explosion will kill most of the 
mosquitoes, anrl so stun the rest they 
may be easily fought away.

the services as-private as they desire, 
and to refuse to see all callers. This is 
not regarded as rude, but in better 
taste than noisy exhibitions of grief 
and the turning of so sad an occasion 


into a display of music, flowers and 
choir boys. 


If for any reason, the funeral is held 


in a church, only the pall bearers an<| 
the nearest relatives assemble at the 
house to form an escort to the church. 


Mourning gowns for women should 


be most simple, black cloth trimmed 
with bands of crepe, a crepe bonnet 
and matching veil, black suede gloves. 
When the family does not believe in 
mourning raiment, black clothing with- 
out jewelry, and black chiffon veils of 
sliroudiner black 
hats are 
sufficient. 


When the mourning is not to be worn 
after the funeral it is unnecessary to 
use it for the one day. Many families 
of standing do not believe in the use of 
crepe. 


Letters of condolence need not be 


... ..^.^^i U.I..H an uppuiiuiit? moment 
after the funeral, and generally a fort- 
night's time is allowed. 


In entering the church or going to 


the carriage, a widow or widower goes 
first, escorted 
by the eldest son or 


daughter. When a child has died, the 
parents come first, followed 
by tilt- 


children. 
Next come grandparents or 


immediate 
relatives, 
and 
sometimes 


when the matter has been arranged by 
the person in charge, very intimate 
friends precede more distant relatives. 
There is no greater rudeness than 
crowding at a funeral. 
Some one in 


charge has a list of those for whom car- 
riages have been provided and each 
waits his turn in reverent quiet. 


A word of caution. 
It is no longer 


considered good form to tack a band 
of black on a colored coat sleeve. 
If 


complete mourning is not assumed. 
quiet colors like grey or tan are worn, 
but without the black band, which is 
really the badge of servants in a house 
of mourning.
